Streaming Digital-ATV Internet Video 
from BATC to an iPAD

Many hams know that they can not receive Adobe 
Flash video to their iPad or iPhone. This restriction 
is because Apple Computer decided that Adobe 
Flash created too large of a security risk to be al- 
lowed to be installed on Apple Products. | know 
that my small security engineering company came 
to the same security conclusion and does not in- 
stall Flash on our corporate computers. But, in 
TechTalk95 | complained that the lack of Flash- 
video on my iPad prevented me from using the 
iPad as a Spare monitor to watch DATV streaming 
over the internet from BATC (www.BATC.tv) or 
the VK3RTV DATV repeater (www.VK3RTV.com). 
Now there is a solution for watching streaming in- 
ternet Flash-video on an Apple product. 


The November 2011 issue of MacLife magazine 
reported that two companies now sell an APP on 
the iTunes Application Store that allows an iPad or 
iPhone to receive internet Adobe Flash-video. The 
technology to allow this is “cloud computing”! Both 
companies sell a specialized web-browser product 
to install on your iPad. This web browser redirects 
your URL for a Flash video through their server in 
the “cloud”. The cloud-server converts Flash-video 
into a video stream compatible with the iPad and 
then delivers the new stream to the iPad browser. 


Photon Flash Web Browser 

This APP is a specialized web browser for an iPad or 
iPhone and sells for US$4.99 on the Apple iTunes Ap- 
plication Store. This APP can handle Flash streaming 
video, as well as interactive Flash games, as well as 
pre-recorded Flash video like often used on Facebook,

YouTube, etc. It worked the first time | pointed 
the iPad browser to the BATC web site for 
streaming DATV repeaters.

Skyfire Web Browser 

This APP is a second specialized web browser 
for an iPad or iPhone and sells for only US$1.99 
on the Apple iTunes Application Store. This APP 
turned out to be a disappointment for me be- 
cause it handles only pre-recorded Flash video 
files common on Facebook. The Skyfire APP 
could NOT handle the more sophisticated 
streaming Flash video found on the BATC site 
or online interactive Flash games. 


Conclusion 

The Photon web browser for iPad works well 
with Adobe Flash-video! | now can use my iPad 
as a monitor to display BATC streaming ham 
television repeaters for my DATV activities.

Resistance Substitution Box 


Introduction: 

Occasionally, when servicing a piece of elec- 
tronic equipment you may find a resistor that 
has changed resistance or appears open. Sure, 
you can spend a lot of time replacing the com- 
ponent and the see if that fixes the equipment. 
If it does yow’re in luck, but if it doesn’t you’ve 
wasted time. 


Resistance Substitution Box: 

A Resistor Substitution Box is just a simple 
piece of test equipment with two terminals that 
allows the user to select one of numerous val- 
ues of resistors. These resistors are usually 5% 
or 10% tolerance. Since resistors tend to in-

crease in resistance as they age or get over- 
heated, it is simple to clip the two leads from 
the box across the questionable resistor and 
slowly reduce the resistance of the box until the 
proper resistance is reached. If the device starts 
to work you know replacing the resistor will 
solve the problem. Of course, if the resistor is 
open just set the box to the needed resistor 
value. If you are designing a circuit, you can 
use this to choose the right resistor value for a 
bias circuit or see how intolerant your circuit is 
to resistance changes. 
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Decade Resistance Box: 

A Decade Resistance Box is a similar device but 
is for more precision work. It has five or six 
switches, one for each decade of resistance, so 
you can dial in any resistance (typically 10 to 
99,999Q or 999,999Q) in one ohm steps. These 
boxes are more for serious circuit development 
or laboratory work than troubleshooting. 


Heathkit thought the Resistance Substitution 
Box and the Decade Resistance Box were viable 
pieces of test equipment. They sold five differ- 
ent models of the former and six of the latter 
over the years. Table 1 shows a best guess at the 
years these items were in production using 
available catalogs and information off the 
Internet. 


Heathkit RS-1 Resistance Substitution Box: 

The four resistance substitution box kits made 
by Heathkit (which excludes the EU series) 
were all electrically identical to the RS-1. The 
RS-1 contains thirty-six 1 watt 10% tolerance 
resistors, two 18-position rotary switches and a 
two-position slide switch. The slide switch se- 
lects which of the two rotary switches are in 
use. The lower rotary switch covers three dec- 
ades of resistance from 150 to 10,000Q. The 
upper rotary switch covers three decades of re- 
sistance from 15KQ to 10MQ. Each decade has 
six values in a 15, 22, 33, 47, 68, 100 sequence. 
The selected resistance appears at a pair of 
binding posts. Since resistors are non- 
polarized, both binding posts are black in color. 


The RS-1 mounts in a black bakelite box that 
measures 6” L x 3” W x 2” H. All the compo- 
nents mount on the aluminum face plate. Two 
paint schemes were used during the manufac- 
ture of the RS-1. The early model is finished in 
a light beige with red lettering, similar to other 
early Heathkit test equipment. The later model 
is shown in Figure 1; it is finished in dark grey 
with white lettering, similar to the style of the 
60’s line of test equipment. 


The RS-1 Resistance Substitution Box sold for 
$5.50 in 1956. This kit and its capacitor com-

panion, the CS-1 were basic kits and were usu- 
ally only listed in the “Full” line Heathkit cata- 
logs. 


Later Heathkit Resistance Substitution Boxes: 
Heathkit made four other resistance substitu- 
tion boxes in kit form. They all appear to be 
identical in size and circuit, and they differ only 
in paint style, and plastic is more likely used 
instead of bakelite for the later boxes. 


Two other resistance substitution boxes were 
sold factory wired as part of Heathkit’s 
Malmstadt-Enke Instrumentation Lab, a series 
of test equipment for schools and science labs. 
These come in a sloping cabinet and have only 
one eighteen-position rotary switch, each posi-

tion selects two values. A slide switch on the 
lower part of the panel determines which of the 
two values is used. I was not able to determine 
if the 36 values of resistance available in these 
boxes are the same as the RS-1? However, that 
is the likely case. 


Heathkit Decade Resistance Boxes: 

While the boxes discussed above are handy for 
troubleshooting, if you are doing something 
critical, like trying to balance a bridge circuit, 
you need finer control of the resistance. The 
Heathkit decade resistance boxes cover five or 
six decades of resistance starting at 10 and 
going to 99,999Q or 999,999Q depending on 
the the number of decades covered by the box. 
Heathkit’s first two boxes, The RD-1 and later 
DR-1 both cover five decades. They come in a 
birch wood box with a metal plate mounting 
the five switches in a single row marked 
UNITS, TENS, HUNDREDS, THOUSANDS 
and TEN THOUSANDS as well as the two 
binding posts. In 1956 the DR-1 sold for 
$16.50. These decade boxes contain 20 1% re- 
sistors, four for each decade in a 1, 2, 3, 6 ar- 
rangement with the proper resistors switched 
in series for the 1 to 9 value. Heathkit designed 
a special multi-deck switch for this purpose. 
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The later decade boxes cover six decades and 
have 9 equal resistors per decade. For instance 
the X1 units decade has nine 10 resistors and 
the X1K thousands decade has nine 1,0000 re- 
sistors. The resistors for each decade are in se- 
ries and the switch is a simple single-pole ten- 
position rotary switch that selects the correct 
number of resistors. The decades are all wired 
in series, and on later units they are marked: 
X1, X10, X100, X1K, X10K, X100K. The later 
units also feature 0.5% resistors for even 
higher accuracy. 


In the 1991 catalog the last of the decade resis- 
tance boxes, the IN-3117, sold for $99.95 (See 
Figure 3). 


Summary: 

The Heathkit RS-1 is a tool, and like most tools 
it will sit on the shelf until needed; then it can 
become very valuable in accomplishing the ap- 
plicable task you have in mind for it. 


The RS-1 featured in this article was given to 
me by Elmer Thomas - WA6PFA, who knew my 
interest in Heathkit. He included along with 
the RS-1 a CS-1 Capacitor Substitution Box; 
perhaps it will be the basis for a future article? 
Sadly Elmer recently became a silent key and 


will be missed.

Savory Ham and Potato Soup 


3 1/2 cups peeled and diced potatoes 
1/3 cup diced celery 
1/3 cup finely chopped onion 
3/4 cup diced cooked ham 
3 1/4 cups water 
2 tablespoons chicken bouillon granules 
1/2 teaspoon salt, or to taste 
1 teaspoon ground white or black pepper, or to taste 
5 tablespoons butter 
5 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
2 cups milk 


1. Combine the potatoes, celery, onion, ham and water in a stockpot. Bring to a boil, then cook 
over medium heat until potatoes are tender, about 10 to 15 minutes. Stir in the chicken 
bouillon, salt and pepper. 

2. In a separate saucepan, melt butter over medium-low heat. Whisk in flour with a fork, and 
cook, stirring constantly until thick, about 1 minute. Slowly stir in milk as not to allow lumps 
to form until all of the milk has been added. Continue stirring over medium-low heat until 
thick, 4 to 5 minutes. 

3. Stir the milk mixture into the stockpot, and cook soup until heated through. Serve immediately.

A. These bylaws may be amended at a regular club meeting by a two-thirds af- 
firmative vote of the members present provided that the proposed amendment 
has been presented as a motion and read to the club at two consecutive regular 
club meetings. 


B. To reduce the number of Directors to less than ten shall require an amendment 
obtaining a written consent or affirmative vote of at least 80% of the members.

Roll was 
called by Doug Britton W6FKX (Secretary), there were a total of 7 directors and 2 visitors — Nicholas 
Haban AF6CF, and Marty (apologies for not having complete name, Marty had just passed his Techni- 
cian license, but no call yet). With 7 directors present at the meeting, a quorum was met. 


DIRECTOR REPORTS: 


Vice President George Jacob N6VNI — present — George reported that he attended the Portables in the 
Park event. Informed the board that Peter Putnam will be the November general meeting presenter on the 
Friedrichshafen Hamfest held annually in Germany. George also confirmed with Dan N6PEQ that the 
club’s Christmas party raffle prizes was being coordinated. 
Treasurer Ken Konechy W6HHC - absent, no report. 
Secretary Doug Britton W6FKX — Doug reported that he would miss the October general meeting and 
thanked Kris in advance for taking the meeting minutes (club auction). 
Activities Kristin Dankert KGPEQ — absent, no report. 
Membership Jeff Hall W6UX — Jeff informed the club of 2 new members; total current club membership at 
100. 
Publicity open — Position is open. Doug W6FKX assuming duties until position permanently filled. Club 
flyers were restocked at HRO. It was suggested that the club’s nets be posted at HRO as well. 
Technical Bob Eckweiler AF6C — Bob discussed the apparent disconnect between membership manage- 
ment and processing new and renewing members. Currently 3 individuals are involved with member 
management; Treasurer (accepting dues, then informing Membership director to update roster), and 
Technical producing badges and updating roster. Bob asked for ideas on streamlining the process.
